BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN

Cardinal Lucon Sends Message of 
Gratitude to America Through 
The Times.

RHEIMS, Nov. 1.—This ruined French 
town has become a place of pilgrimage, 


Rheims is a pious act. From every 
corner of the world people find their 
Way to this ghost of a city for spiritual 
rebirth, and to pledge themselves anew 
to the overthrow of brute force which 
here has shown itself at its foulest. 

It is here that the conviction of Ger- 
man criminality becomes irresistible, for 
alas! the sight of Rheims destroys the 
power to think of Germany in parts. 
The Kaiser is a vandal and a murderer 
and his people particeps criminis. It 
is all one monstrous, brutal Germany, 
the submissive good only serving the 
dominant bad the better by their bogus 
goodness. 

The cathedral is a pitiful spectacle, 
One almost bursts into tears at sight of 
it, And yet the poor mutilated remains 
of one of the noblest of all the works 
of man may serve an even greater pur- 
pose than the church in its perfect 
wholeness. Out of its destruction has 
sprung a spiritual temple, an intangible 
but very real structure, in the heart of 
the world. 

The battered ruin has done more to 
recreate reverence on earth than any 
church ever built. And it serves another 
great purpose. In every. fight between 
right and wrong there is uncertainty as 
to Where the one begins and the other 
leaves off.

Dr. Leipziger was taken so seriously ill 
about two months ago that he had to 
be removed to the Mt. Sinai Hospital 
for an operation. He lingered between 
ute and death for six weeRs, until the 
He was almost 638 years old. 

For more than twenty-five years Dr. 
»{ Leipziger had occupied a conspicuous 
position in the educational organization 
of New York City, first as the pro- 
moter of technical and trade training 
jin the schools, and then as the founder 
of the free lecture system, which today 
remains his greatest monument, A pro- 
found student of literature, history; and 
ethics, he was himself in considerable 
demand as a lecturer of authority on 
these topics. before colleges and teach- 

ers’ institutions.  — 

Dr. Leipziger was born in Manchester, 
England, on Dec. 29. 1854, a son of 
Marcus and Martha Leipziger. He came 
to this country at an early age and 
attended the New York public schools, 
receiving the degrees of A. B. and B. 8. 
at thé College of the City of New York 
in 1873. In 1875 he received the degree 
of LL. B. at Columbia and in 1888 the 
degree of Ph. D. Union College con- 
ferred the degree of LL.

Strict compliance is now being en- 
forced of the provisions of Chapter 681 
of the Laws of 1917, which require the 
use of short forms for cértain real prop- 

y instruments. 

Under the law a penalty of $5 is pre- 
scribed for using a long form of cov- 
enant where a short form is given in 
the statute. 

This law went into effect Sept. 1, 1917, 
but on account of the fact that the legal 
Stationers at that timé were not all pre- 
pa to furnish the new forms a liee- 
way of three months was allowed in re- 
spect to the enforcement of the penalty 
for the use of obsolete forms.

OF ALFRED MORRISON 


Collection Includes Autograph 
of Last Communication of 
Mary, Queen of Scots. 


ANOTHER TO WASHINGTON 


John Adams, in Note, Refers to 


Peace on Honorable Terms. 


The first portion of the renowned col- 
lection of autograph letters and his- 
torical documents formed by the late 
Alfred Morrison of Fonthill, England, 
and now the property of Mrs. Alfred 
Morrison, will be sold at auction by 
Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge of Lon- 
don from Dec. 10 to 14. Included in it 
is probably the most precious autograph 
letter in the world, being the last let- 
ter ever written by Mary, Queen of 
Scota, on the night before her execu- 
tion. It is addressed to her brother- 
in-law, Henri III., King of France. 
Froude speaks of it as à few lines 
to the King of France, dated two hours 
after midnight,” but this long letter of 
three pages folio can hardly be de- 
scribed with accuracy as a few Unes.“ 
Before the revoiution it was preserved 
in the archives of the Scotch College 
in P afterw rmed pp 
lating to Mary, Queen of Scots, formed 
by the Chevalier d’Hereilly. The letter 
is in French. She addresses Henri III. 
as “‘ Monsieur Mon Beaufrere and 
ends with Vostre tres affectionnée et 
bien bonne soeur, Mari R. 

There are two letters of Queen Eliza- 


Anthony Archer, and the ocher 
French to Henri IV., aski the King 
to condone the offense of M de Beau- 
vais, whom she sends to him, alluding 
to the dangers which surround the King 
and conjuring him to consider in God's 
honor how the preservation of his per- 
son is important to the cause, and urg- 
ing him that that which would be called 
gallantry in another should be deemed 
rashness in Four letters, one by 
Oliver Cromwell, dated July 31, 1643, 
gives a full account and descrip- 
lion of the battle fought near Gains- 
borough. Another, dated July 8, 1644, 
and addressed to Colonel Waliton, was 
written after the batle of Marston Moor. 
In it occurs the famous phrase God 
made them as stubble to our swords.”’ 
This is probably the first of Cromwell's 
letters in existence. The third letter is 
dated April 2, 1680, and addressed to his 
son Richard. The fourth letter, Dec. 4, 
1657, is to Cardinal Mazarin. 


Letter to Washington. 
A letter of John Adams, Feb. 10, 
1799, to George Washington, refers to 
Thomas Paine and his desire for peace 
on just and honorable terms, but hopes 
that the babyish and womanly blub- 


bering for peace may not necessitate 
the conclusion of a treaty that will not 
be just.” A letter, dated Jan. 1, 1535, 
and addressed to the Emperor Charles 
V., is from Don Diego de Almagro, who 
accompanied Pizarro and Cortez to 
America, conquered Chili and was put 
to death in 1038. It withdraws a for- 
mer application for a deputy govern- 
orship under Pizarro, and asks the gov- 
ernorship of a count which he has 
partly explored beyond the territory of 
Pizarro, where he could follow up the 
Straits and the spiceries which Magell- 
an had opened A rare letter of Anne 
of Denmark, wife of James I., is dated 
July 29, 1605, and written to the Arch- 
duke Albert of Austria. A letter of 
Queen Anne of England, Nov. 14, 1712, 
Au Roy tres Chretien Monsieur mon 
Frere, shows the friendly terms on 
which hostile sovereigns corresponded 
in those days. A letter by Charles Bon- 
aparte, father of Napoleon, is dated 
Ajaccio, Nov. 7, 1784. There are two 
letters by Maria Laetitia Bonaparte, 
Napoleon’s mother. 

A rare letter by Sir Thomas Browne, 
author, physician, and antiquary, Jan. 
21, 1659. to John Evelyn, the diarist 
sends some “lines unto you, which i 
beseech you to accept as hints and pro- 
posais, not any direction to your judi- 
cious thoughts.” One document and 
two letters are by Michel Angelo Buo- 
narotti, the illustrious Italian artist. In 
one of the letters he refers entirely to 
the works at St. Peter’s of Rome, and 
gives an opinion upon the plans of his 
predecessors in these works. He de- 
fends the original plan of Bramante 
against the alterations introduced by 
San Gallo. There are seven letters by 
Catherine de Medicis, Queen of France, 
written to Charles IX., Pope Gregory 
XIII., and others. An excessively rare 
document, dated Feb. 4, 1593, is signed 
by Cervantes, author of Don Quixote.” 
Of Charies I. there are eleven examples. 
One announces the accouchement of his 
Queen, who has just given birth to the 
future Charles Il. A letter to the Mar- 
quis of Ormond, July 31. 1645, written 
after the battle of Naseby, is one of the 
most important letters of Charles I. 
ever sold. There are also a number of 
letters by Charles II. 

In a letter by Kitty Clive, the actress, 
to David Garrick, Oct. 14, 1765, she 
complains of the stoppage of her salary. 
“I hope this stopp of money,” she 
says, “is not a nch fashion. I be- 
lieve you won't find any part of the 
English laws that will support this sort 
of treatment.”

Lease by Unauthorized Agent.

GUARDING AGAINST FIRE. 


Tenement | House Commissioner 
issues Order and Gives Advice. 


The increase in the number of fires 
that always come with the first severe 
celd snap of the Winter has caused John 
J. Murphy, Commissioner of the Tene- 
ment House Department, to notify own- 
ers and janitors of apartment and tene- 


order and unobstructed. Following is the 
Commissioner’s order and advice: 
First among the means of fire egress 
are the fire-escapes. When a fire-escape 
has been placed upon a building the 
owner’s duty is not completely fulfilled. 
He must see that it is kept in pro 
order. It may become structurally w 
The chief cause of deterioration is rust, 
which primarily is due to lack of paint- 
ing. Rusty fire-escapes disfigure good 
houses, and rust, moreover, shortens the 
life of the fire-escape, and by weakening 
the structure at unsuspected points it 
causes fatal or serious acci- 


dents. 

The Tenement House Department has 
found defective fire-escapes all over the 
city, even on néw-law houses. As proper 

ting cannot be done in freezing 
weather, owners whose fire-escapes need 
nting should have them done at once.

operation of the Broadway subway, 
and, under a contract approved by the 
Public Service Commission, it will con- 
tinue to furnish it when the line is com- 
pleted. It will also furnish the power 
meeded for the operation of all of the 
rapid transit lines in this borough con- 
trolled by the New York Consolidated 
Railroad Company and the New York 
Municipal Railway Corporation, two of 
the subsidiaries of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company. 

There has so far been no dispute be- 


In Rapid Transit Company concerning 
power, and there will probably not be 
. Rumors have deen current that 
delay in the operation of the Broad - 
Way subway was largely dus to the dif- 
ficulty in getting power. At the Public 
Service Commission it was said yester- 
day that so far as was known there the 
contract entered into between the com- 
Panies was as satisfactory to both ot 
them now as it was when it was signed. 
Any case of failure of either company 
o ive up to the provisions of the con- 
tract would be a matter of litigation. 
So far the two big transit companies are 
working in harmony with no indication 
that this harmony will ever be dis- 
turbed to the disadvantage of the public. 
Contracts approved by the Public Serv- 
ice Corimission provide for the sale by 
the Interborough Company of sufficient 
power to operate the lines controlled by 
the Brooklyn companies and another 
contract has been approved providing 
that the two Brooklyn subsidiaries of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
should get all of the power necessary 
for the operations of their lines in 
Brooklyn from me Transit Development 
Company, another subsidiary of the B. 


Both of. the Agreements are to run for 
* period of approximately ten years. 
The Rapid Transit act provides that, 
with the consent of the Public Service 
Commission, the dual system contracts 
may be 80 amended as to suspend the 
construction of Hower houses by the con- 
tructing companies for certain periods 


tainable. This clause explains the de- 
lay on tlie part of the Interborough in 
getting ready additional power houses. 


8 
This delay. however, is of no conse- 


quence becausé even if these additional 
houses were ready they would be use- 
leas for the reason that the Broadway 
line will mot be ready for operation as 
far north as Times Square until about 
the middle of January. 

The Interboréugh‘s power plants, when 
all are completed, will possess capacity 
far in excess of immediate demanda. 
The agreement is to run for ten years, 
beginning’ Dec. 1, 1917, and the Inter- 
berough contracts to furnish, during this 
period, all of the power which the 
Brooklyn ce@npanies may need for the 
propulsion of trains, and the operation 
of signals, lights, &c., upon the lines 
enumerated, which imclude the Broad- 
Way subway, the Canal Street subway, 
the Nassau Street subway, the Centre 
Street loop, the Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth 
Street ‘subwsy, and the Fourteenth 
Street-Eastern line. With the exception 
of the Sixtieth Street tunnel the power 
service under the contract will cease in 
the middle of the Bast River. In the 
case of the exception the power Will 


the lines in Queens. 

It is estimated that the annual zee 
mands of the Brooklyn Company from 
the Interborough Company for the first 


year under the agreement will be about 8 


49,900,000 kilowatt hours of direct cur- 
rent energy at 625 volts for traction pur- 
poses. At the end of the ten-year period 
the estimated requirements will be 118,- 
800,000 kilowatt hours. This increase 
indicates the expected increase in the 
traffic business of the Brooklyn com- 
panies in this borough. 

Part of the agreement provides that 
the Interborough Company shall furnish 
alternating current energy of high 
temsion at 11,000 volts for signals and 
lighting. Estimated requirements for 
this current for the first year are 4,235,- 
000 kilowatt hours and for the tenth 
year 6,902,000 kilowatt hours. 

For the direct current for traction 
purposes the Brooklyn company agrees 
to pay at the rate of 8% mills per kilo- 
watt hour delivered at the Interborough 
substation and the alternating current , 
at 7 milis at the same point of delivery. 
In addition the Brooklyn company 
agrees to pay 28 per cent. of the actual 
cost if installing certain of the minor 
auxilliary equipment within the Inter- 
borough’s power station. 

Provision is also made for revision of 
the prices in the event that the demands 
of.the Brooklyn companies vary from 
expectations and also in the event that

Under the present zone plan substan- 
tially all residential sections of Manhat- 
tan south of i18lst Street are in a (on- 
and one-half times height district. This 
limits buildings at the street line to’one 
and one-half times the width of the wid- 
abut.

maximum height, however, at the street 
line is fixed at 150 feet, and as Fifth 
Avenue is a 100-foot street, 150 feet is 
the present height limit along Fifth 
Avenue. This’ height limit of 150 feet 
also applies to all buildings within 100 
feet of Fitth Avenue on the narrower 
side streets. In the case of a corner 
building; however, the 150-foot height 
may be continued on the side street for 
a depth of 150 feet. If this section of 
Fifth Avenue is changed to a one time 
height district the maximum height at 
the street line will be reduced to 100 
feet and this 100-foot limit would apply 
100 feet back on the -narrower side 
streets and in the case of a corner bulld- 
ing fronting on Fifth Avenue it would 
apply 150 feet back from Fifth Avenue. 


"he zone plan does net provide a flat 
limit, but permits buildings, after reach- 
ing the height limit at the street line, 
to go higher, provided such higher por- 
tions of the building are set back in a 
prescribed ratio.

Mr. Falconer states in part: 


“In any discussion of the question of 
the advisability of preventing the fur- 
ther erection of tall apartments on upper 
Fifth Avenue it should be remembered 
that there are at least two points of 
view, that of the property owners on the 
avenue/and in the section to the east of 
the avenue, and that of the whole city 
itself. There is no question, in the 
opinion of the Fifth Avenue Association, 
that not only the property owners in the 
neighborhood but the entire city would 
be vastly. benefited by the movement 
now under foot, and that, on the other 
hand, if no steps are taken immediately 
or in the near future to prevent the in- 
crease of the apartment menace, the 
eharacter of upper Fifth Avenue, and, 
indeed, the entire section as far east as 
at least Park Avenue, would be affected, 
its values decreased and its usefulness 
for residential purposes seriously, im- 
paired, and, on the avenue itself, utterly 
destroyed. 

From both these points of view it is 
absolutely essential that Fifth Avenue 
and the neighboring district be main-

borhood, with beautiful residences of 
moderate height. Upper Fifth Avenue is 
now the only great residential ¢horough- 
fare which ig still left to the city. Ex- 
elustve of the few apartments which are 
now erected, it is lined with the most 
beautiful and cestly residences in the 
world, having an average height of only 
‘approximately fifty-five feet or four and 
4 half stories. Until the presence of the 
apartments which now exist, its uniform 
skyline was a thing of perfect archi- 
tectural beauty, and even yet that line 
is broken in only a few places by tall 
apartments. Although it is true that 
one or more of these apartments may 
in themselves be architecturally correct, 
we do not concede that most of them 
are at all peautiful, while, on the other 
hand, the beauty of the skyline of 55 
feet is marred by the cropping up here 
and there of giant buildings 150 feet 
high. 

Looking at this subject more 
ularly from the point of view of the 
property owners, we are forced. to come 
more to the question of values, which, 
while a matter of very great importance 
to the city, is of still greater impor- 
tance, if anything, to the people whose 
interests are immediately affected, and 
who reside in the neighborhood in ques- 
tion. The Fifth Avenve Association, 
through its special committee and its 
Above Fifty-ninth Street Committee, 
composed of property owners in that 
section, which had this matter in charge 
for a long time, sent out letters to 480 
property owners on Fifth Avenue, be- 
tween Sixtieth and 100th Streets, and 
on the side streets as far cast as No. 
20, which included every owner of prop- 
erty in the district mentioned. Our 
returns show that the owners of ninety- 
two parcels are in favor—most of them 
emohatically so—of the elimination of 
further apartments on Fifth Avenue, 
whereas we have been able to discover 
after six months’ work, during which 
| two further communications were sent 

to each property owner, and a hearing 
| held before the Borough Presidcnt, the 
owners of only ten parcels in the entire 
} district who were not in favor of this 
movement. 

It will be seen that there is an over- 
whelming majority of property owners 
who favor the desired change, and we 
believe that a complete canvass of the 
district would prove that practically 
every remaining owner is in favor of 
this movement. These property owners 
well know, as do the many experts who 
have given us their opinion, that their 
light and air, and particularly their 
light, will be cut off te a large extent 
by the erection of these high buildings 
and that for a large part of the day 
their buildings, which othérwise would 
be bathed in sunshine, will in many 
cases be hidden in shadow if a high wall 
of apartments is erected alongside of 
the park; that the effect of these build- 
ings is to reduce values of neighboring 
property, and that their presence in in- 
creasing numbers will probably cause a 
material decrease in these values. 

Explaining the present apathy of the 
private house market, Mr. Falconer goes 
on to say: 

As long as the future character of 
the district is unsettled this market for 
residences will remain unsettled, but we 


** of Commonwealth Avenue and 
Beacon Street in Boston, where condi- 
tions .were precisely similar, that after 
the 100-foot restriction on upper Fifth 
Avenue.is imposed this mafket will im- 
mediately become healthy and normal 
again, though it has by no means been 
inactive even during the last two or 
three years.. 

„To me it would be an unthinkable 
tragedy to the City of New York if this 
unfortunate tendency to the erection of 
high apartments on upper Fifth Ave- 
nue, which is to the advantage pri- 
marily of only a few property owners, 
builders, and brokers, and the disadvan- 
tage of every one else in the city, con- 
tinues to proceed without immediate 
legislative check.“ 

Douglas L. Elliman & Co.,. submitting 
data to Borough President Marks, de- 
clared that the same principles . which 
recommend the restriction in height, 
area, and use in loft buildings in the 
exciusive retail section of Fifth Avenue 
apply” in the movement to prevent the 
erection, of tall apartment buildings in 
the last remaining ¢xclusive residential 
section of Fifth Avenue. 

Argyll R. Parsons wrote: Proof of

That: there is a 
demand for modern private houses has 
deen demonstrated by Edmund L. 
Baylies, on Sixty-second Street, between 
Fifth and Madison Avenues, where he 
erected three new houses, all of which 
were sold within a comparatively short 
time.“ 

“As to the. efficacy of the present 
measure, I think it can best be shown by 
a concrete illustration.

%o many and such varied productions of this 
Glassification. The American output and con- 
sumption of books of biography and history 
is always large. In the annual summing up 
of published titles of consequence which THs 
New Toax Times Review or Booxs has been 
making for a good many years it is always 
found that this classification ranks next in 
mumber of titles to that of fiction. And it is 


noteworthy that while there is a gradual but 
steady decrease in the number of fiction 
titles the number of biography and history 
tities tends rather to increase. 

It is hardly too much to say that the most 
distinctively American class of literature 
which thé United States produces is that of 
biography. For it perforce not only truly 
reflects American life, but gathers into itself 
@ sort of and condensed pres- 
entation of distinetive American conditions 
and distinctive American spirit. The living 
goul of democracy breathes through it, for the 
big majority of American men and women 
who have achieved importantly enough to 
have had their life stories told have won their 
Way up from the ranks of toil and poverty 
by hard work and inherent force and ability. 
Ot no other nation in all the history of civili- 
gation is that fact true. Therefore, America’s 
Contribution to the biographical literature of 
the world is unique and distinctive. It needs 
but a cursory acquaintance with the output 
Year by year to know that it is also rich and 
waried and interesting. It is so much worth 
while, indeed, in its material that it is a 
great pity more attention is not bestowed 
Sometimes upon the literary art of its pres- 
entation. 

It is not possible to pass in even rapid re- 


View all the interesting biographical works 


which have been published in the United 
States during the last year. Notable among 
them are the two delightful volumes of 
„Mark Twain's Letters,“ (Harper & Broth- 
érs,) arranged with comment by Albert Bige- 
low Paine, whose monumental life of Twain, 
published five years ago, was one of the best 
of modern biographies. Mark Twain was a 
wonderful letter writer and these two volumes 
of letters, hitherto unpublished, are full of 
revelations of himself and of the records of 
his many fine and noble friendships. Henry 
James's he Middle Tears,“ (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons,) covers his memories of his 
early London life with recollections of all the 


literary, political, and social notabilities of > 


that day, while all though it are interspersed

It was 
the direet but degenerate descendant ef the 
“ Annual’’ of the decades of the first half 
ot the nindteenth century. for which authors 
dot note Kere glad to contribute origmal arti- 
cles of real value. ; 
Before the coming of the greet war a de- 
veloping. publie taste had been demanding 
for some years a better, more artistic, and 
more useful kind & gift book. And, accerd- 
ingly, publishers bad bestirred themselves to 
commission good, grcat artists. the best illus- 
trators, the most artistic makers ef Books, to 
provide sumptuous clothing fer classie works 
of prese. and verse, the books that are 
precious to generation after generation, end 
also to present in special holiday editions 
more vecent and current beoks of varied 
sorts. Fer a number of rears before the out- 
break ef the war, each holiday season saw 
tne. publication of immense quantities of these 
But during the last three years their num- 
ber has dwindled ven markedly. More than 
any Other class ef books they have felt. the 
influence of vr eonditions. The first pub- 
lishing season since America’s entranee into 
the war finds a meager number and variety 
of distinctively gift beeks upon the market.

F the literary historian looking back 
from the vantage ground of, let us 
say, 1927, for the distinctive contri- 

a. of 1917 to literature, we rather 
‘fancy that he would find the big book—or 
books—of the year among the biographies. 
Just why it is that such an exceptional 
mumber of important biographies have 
made their appearance, most of them this 
geason, it would be difficult to say. If it 
were in fiction or poetry ‘that the year’s 


. literature proved to be particularly rich we 


would say that this was due to the direct 
influence of the world’s life and thought 
on letters. For it is the imaginative de- 
partments of literature that respond most 
easily and quickly to contemporary feel- 
ing or intellectual tendency, while the 
great work of history or biography is 
usually the result of the completion of 
some special line of scholarly research, or 
the discovery of new dociiments, letters, 
&c., to none of which can be attributed the 
kind of influence that creates, or, at least, 
stimulates the writing of fiction and po- 
etry. Hence, when this hypothetical critic | 
of 1927 looks over the lists of the year 
whose literary achievements we are just 
chronicling and finds there such memor- 
able books as MoRLEY’s “ Recoliections,*-} 
Marx Twain's“ Letters,” Tolsror's “ D- 
aries,” Lincoin’s “ Letters CoLvin’s“ Life 
et Keats,” Gossr’s Lite of Swinburne,” 
Professor MatTuEws’s These Man 
Years,” Mr. - A Son of the Mid« 
de Border, FRANCIS, 
Late of Augustin Daty,” SaxBorn’a “ Henry 
David Thoreau,” he will not be able te 
gain from these an idea of the year’s in- 
teliectual life as it is reflected in its unter- 
ature. For the coming together of so many | 
notable biographies in one publishing sea- 
gon is really matter of chance, It js an 
unrelated fact from which even ‘Sherlock 
Holmes would find it dittioult to“ deduce ” 
anything. But this future critic probably 
would be impressed by the absence of 
equally great, notable titles in the flotign 
and poetry of 1917 as compared with the 


“plography of 1917. Indeed, it is the ab- 


gence of the really memorable novels, the 
- movels.of the front line in the army of ut- 
@rature, that makes the rest. of the 


literary achievements stand out #0 con- 


— 
non-fiction of 1917, and the finding 
that the latter is so much more important 


than the former, may easily be taken as an 
indication that the war has not yet im- 
pressed itself creatively on our literature. 
There have been numberiess war novels " 
during the last twelve months, and the 
novel that probably will be set aside by the 
critics as the “ best of the year” comes 
under this designation. But Mr. ERVINE’s 
“Changing Winds,” fine though it is, de- 
rives {its value for us more from the truth 
‘of its delineation of one phase of the war— 
the light that it throws on “ the Irish ques- 
tion — than from its excellence as fiction. 
For sheer literary quality, creativeness, 
or whatever the subtle something is that 
stamps the genuine, lasting work of fic- 
tion, we doubt if Changing Winds will 
be adjudged the equal of its author’s “ Mrs. 
Martin's Man by our critic of 1927. But 
its value as a sort of document in history, 
if not as a really great novel, ought to in- 
sure to “ * Changing Winds a sufficiently 
long Ute to bring it into the hands of a 
future generation of readers. Outside Mr. 
ERVINE's book it is significant that the best 
novels of thé year have not taken the war 
for their theme. ‘It 16 gratifying to note, 
also—a fact that is emphasized in the re- 
view of the year’s fiction published else- 
where in this number of Taz New Ton 


nent among these movels are by American 
authors. The best of them seem to belong 
not exactly to the school that we are 
pleased to call—often mistakenly—r 
but to the type of fiction in which’ char- 
acter and the problems belonging to char- 
acter and the life of modern times fur- 
nish the main interest. It is the intellec- 
tual novel, as we might cali it, as distin- 
guished from the novel of intricate plot, 
mystery, adventure. That there is just 
now a popular demand for the intellectual 
novel is certainly. open to question. The 
little that we hear definitely of what the 
men at the front care most to read is all in 
favor of the “ thrilier,” the kind of novel 
that is full of adventure, that takes the 
mind away from its immediate environ- 
ment without at the same time giving it 
intellectual nuts to crack. We noted the 
interest, the mental relief with which a 
new Sherlock Holmes story was recently 
hailed. The really good detective story is 
perhaps among the hardest of all types of 
fiction to find. But that there is a de- 
mand for it—or at least for the adventure 
or mystery story—seems to be one of the 
lessons of the year that is just closing, It 
is a lesson, perhaps, that the fiction 
writers of 1918 will heed.

N the Autumn of 1915, the publication of 
two volumes of critical lectures, delivered 
by Lafcadio Hearn in the University of 

Tokio between 1896 and. 1902, brought the 
world strange new richés in “* Interpretations 
of Literature.” The next year a second se- 
lection was published, under the title. Appre- 
clations of Poetry.“ We have now the third 
book, edited as were the others by Professor 
Erskine of Columbia, from the notes taken 
by Hearn’s Japanese students in his literature 
course. Hearn never wrote these lectures. 
When asked to do s0, he refused, because he 
believed, characteristically, that they would 
not be worth anything aes literature unless 
they were rewritten several times! But he 
spoke so slowly and carefully that many stu- 
dents took down every word that he said. 
And from these notes the books have been 
made. They lack the polished perfectness of 
his exquisite published work, it is true. But 
in their simplicity, their chaste and careful 
lucidity, their quiet directness, they have, by 
the very circumstance of their delivery, an 
added value and charm. They are critical

On one occasion, during 
the notorious “swing around the circle” 
stump tour in the West, he edified the crowd 
with, Our great Father in Heaven, the 
Lord of the world, was a tallor by trade, 
and when you refer to the historical account 
of this thing, you will find that my remarks 


Mure literally true.“ But his plan of amnesty 


and reconstruction was in most essentials 
that of Lincoln. He recognized the impolicy 
of giving full citizenship to the negroes be- 
fore they were fitted to receive it, and his

This profound and sincere sentiment is the 
foundation of his philosophy of decoration. 
His comments on the designing of a chair 
will give to the uninitiated public a fair 
idea of the amount of study, technical knowl- 
edge, and psychological tact that goes to 
the right making of aa object too often 
stereotyped and bought in the gayety of 
ignorance.

The question is, Shall 
they continue as private companies with 
Government help, or shall the Government 
take them over in consideration of its assist- 
ance? There is no injustice in comparing 
the results of public assistance to private 
companies in Canada with the results of 
publicly built companies in Canada. The 
Hudson Bay and the National Transconti- 
nental have cost more in money and time 
than their competitors, the Grand Trunk and 
the Canadian Northern. If the private com- 
panies are embarrassed, the situation is 
worse with the other two roads. Between pre- 
serving the principle of private ownership 
end remedying its defects by reducing the 
private companies to the inferior condition 
of the public companies no business man 
could hesitate. It is a counsel of madness 
to proceed in the worse manner because war 
conditions have emba private And 
public companies alike, although unequally. 
There can be no doubt that the conditions of 
both sorts of companies will improve after 
the war, but also there is no reasonable 


doubt that the condition of the private com- 


panies will improve more and faster. There 
is no reason to despalr ot the railway situa- 
tion in either the United States or Canada. 
But in both the remedy lies in retracing 
steps taken in error, not in pushing a blun- 
der to the bitter end.

Clintock evidently did some excellent work 
es a soldier, for he won the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal as a Sergeant in the Can- 
adian Grenadier Guards, and the thanks, 
personally delivered, of King George. And 
his book, modestly as it is written, is one of 
the most interesting of the personal experi- 
ences of Americans. Though less compre- 
hensive than Empey’s Over the Top.“ it 
deserves a place beside that genial chronicle, 
because of its absolute honesty, its utter 
realism, and its unabashed humor. It is, in- 
deed, by far the most humorous book that 
has been written about the war, because the 
‘author is simply and naively truthful in his 
account and because his viewpoint is un- 
quenchably humorous.. 

No one else has got together so many 
grimly or fantastically humorous observa- 
tions, by the way. There, for instance, is 
the Major in the Canadian training camp, 
who addressed this earnest appeal to his 
men: Boys, for God's sake, don't call me 
Harry or spit in the ranks. Here comes the 
General! There is the Corporal, invalided 
home, the ster speaker on recruiting serv- 
ice, who thrilled his audiences. to high en- 
thusiasm by his accounts of his experiences 
in battle—who had been a cook and had 
never been within twenty miles of the front 
lime. And there is the cheerful account of 
a two days’ fight between the Australians 
and the Canadians in Belgium, which arose 
out of the rivalry between these two 
colonial armies, set into a flame by the 
passage back and forth in an estaminet of 
some specially irritating taunts. But it was 
“good? clean fighting,’'. comments Sergeant 
McClintock, who was in the midst of it and 
who, it must be remembered, comes from 
Kentucky.

All 
the letters were answered, and the farm- 
ers were encouraged to keep in close 
touch with the fund office.

The proposed changes, when accepted 
by a majority of the insurance com- 
panies and their adoption following the 
recommendations of the national body is 
assured, will go into effect not later 
than Feb, 1. 

It was learned last week that before 
Feb. 1 another change of perhaps more 
importance to motorists may be adopted, 
and that is a nonvalued policy, or one 
that will fix a fair value upon fhe car 
in proportion to the time it has been in 
service from the time it was insured. 
This is a problem that has been dis- 
cussed by insurance companies for some 
time, and one strong argument for its 
adoption is based on what is Known as 
the moral hazard. From the insurance 
companies’ side the question is asked, 
ls a car insured for $2,000 worth the 
full amount ten months later? And does 
it not present a serious moral hazard 
leading careless or dishonest owners to 
invite damage with the object of obtain- 
ing full insurance value a few weeks be- 
fore the expiration of the policy? 

Harrison Law, in a discussion of this

“ Depreciation depends more on the 
moral hazard than the age of the car.

WATCH "YOUR INNER TUBES. 


Motorists Will Have. Fewer Blow- 
outs by Observing Caution. 


‘Good points for the motorist to re- 
member in the care of inner tubes, 
whereby the largest possible service 
may be obtained, are given by the rep- 
resentative of a large rubber company. 

Undue haste in replacing a punctured 
or blewn-out tube is responsible for 
many troubles. The most common mis- 
take is pinching the tube, due to in- 
serting it 'n an uneven or twisted man- 
ner. This causes it to overlap or 
wrinkle and in a ehort time it will cut 
through, causing a leak.. . The 
trouble is also caused sometimes by 
putting a new tube into the tire just as 
it is taken from the box. 
tube ig applied after mounting there 
is such an inrush of air that it will often 
buckle up the tube, thereby forcing a 
tiny section beneath the bead spreader. 

Especially will this occur if the valve 
stem is not pulled out to its proper po- 
sition. The operator should proceed 
slowly when applying the tube. Before 
putting it into the casing it should be 
given a couple of “ shots" of air; then 
it should be applied carefully, the in- 
side—the side on which the stem occurs 
—being always kept inside. When it is 
in the casing it should be talced 
carefully and the fingers forced all 
around the tire to make sure that the 
talc has been evenly distributed, and 
then, before the loose bead is applied, 
the tire should be given a little more 
air—enough to round it out nicely and 
prevent pinching. 

Caution should be observed against 
using too much talc. 
powders procurable for keeping the tube’ 
from 
them being soapstone, 
talc, but the use of too much of any of 
these proves disastrous, and a collection 


prescribed by manufacturers. 

If a tire deflates suddenly the car 
should pe stopped immediately, as con- 
tinuoug running means that the casing 
must slip circumferentially, ripping the 
valve stem out and tearing the tube. 

Sand in a casing is another cause of 
the ruination of a tube. 


Then the motorist charges the dealer 
with selling a porous tube. 

Sunlight is a natural enemy of inner 
tubes. The sunlight, 
light for that matter, dries out the tube 
and makes it brittle and unelastic. 
then known as a macaroni tube. A 
cool, dark place is the proper refuge for 
the reserve tube. The effect of grease 
and oils on tubes is well known.

Shown that while the gross income was 


$754.96, or a little more than 1 per cent. 
This means that the United States Army 
‘and Navy Field Comfort Committee, for 
which the bazaar was given, will be 
able to su comfort kits to about 700 
soldiers and sailors instead of the thou- 
gands whom it had hoped to equip. 

"The investigation has also brought out 
the fact that, while the proceeds of the 
gouvenir program doubtless turned a 
prospective deficit into a small net 
profit, the expenses of gettimg out this 
program played no small part in making 
that profit as small as it was. In fact, 
the figures show that fully one-third of 
the. entire expenses of the bazaar were 
incurred in getting out the program. The 
great bulk of the expense attached to the 
production of the program resulted from 
the 50-50 arrangement made by the 
executives who had the matter in charge 
with the advertising contractor. This 
means that of every hundred dollars of 
gross revenue from the. advertisements, 
the contractor was to get fifty. . The 
actual expense of publishing the program 
was borne by the bazaar.

for instruction. 

An extremely small proportion of the 
pupils in secondary schools ultimately 
enter the field of research in any de- 
partment.

In 
many respects it is disadvantageous for 
them to commence earlier.

The salient 
characteristic of the German language, 
which accounts for many German pe- 
eyliarities which otherwise would be 
puzzling, is that it is a language in 
which it is impossible to think clearly. 
It belongs to the childhood of civiliza- 
tion and is incompetent te deal with the 
complex problems of modern life. 

Thought is dependent upon language, 
and a limitation in language is and al- 
ways will be a ‘limitation in thought.

In 
such topies as philosophy and psycholo- 
‘sy thought proceeds almost exclusively 
in verbal language. In chemistry and 
physica, on the other hand, thought is 
guage of mathematics, which is in a 
high ‘degree independent of the verbal 
and rhetorical forms of the various na- 
‘tional languages. Principles once recog- 
nized and formulated may be elaborated 
in great detail, and carried to remote 
applications, by mechanical obsérva- 
tions and mental processes involving 
little beyond the mathematical symbol- 
ism and a few conventionalized verbal 
forms common to. science in all lan- 
guages. Great leaps, such as Newton, 
Lister, Pasteur, and Mme. Curié have 
‘made, which involve fertile imagination 
and flexible thought processes, are, as

The convention had to 
vote ‘on the statutes of the party form- 
ing its constitution. Lenine demanded, 
a thoroughly centralized. party, where 
all activities are directed from a cen- 
tral body practically not responsible to 
the organization: Lenine’s friends er 
phasised the necessity of local se 
government and democratic control | 
within the party organization. .benine 
succeeded in rallying around himself a 
majority of the convention, to which 
the minority Was strenuously opposed. 
For .a short time it seemed that the 
differ ot opinion was not very wide 
and would permit both Lenine and his 
opponents’ to remain within the same 
party. Soon, however, it became-appar- 
ent that Lenine’s views and methods 
wére of a character totally different 
from those cherished by the oldest and 
most experienced leaders. The party 
‘split into two factions; the Bolsheviki, 
or: members of the majority.“ de- 
riving their name from the fact that 
their program won the majority in the 
convention of 1903; and the Mensheviki, 
of members of the minority.” They 
are known, too, as Maximalists Ind 
Mininalists. 

He did nothing to develop mass move- 
ment in Russia; it was developed by 
‘itself through the irresistible im 
of life: But he gained considerable 
fluence over Social Democratic extrem- 
ists. His plan aimed at a secret, cen- 
tralized, perfectly trained and efficient 
body of frevolutionists spreading among 
the masses and inciting them to action. 
This body, he thought,. must be limited 
in number... Its members’ ought to be 
the sole propagators of the revolution- 
ary idea and the sole makers of the 
revolution, Guided from one centre ahd 
acting simultaneously everywhere, they 
make a fevolution at -cértaih 
moment ‘fixed in advance; they could 
overthrow the Government with one 
blow, seize political power, and estab- | 
lish themselves as a Provisional Gov- 
ernment in preparation for a republle. 

What appealed to the workingmen 
was the "boldness, the straightforward- 
ness, the .seéming revolutionary aus- 
terity of Lenine’s assertions. The 
bourgeois were wrong under ali circum- 
stances; this was so easy to understand. 
The revolution was to be completed by 
labor only: this appealed to the imagina- 
tion. The working class ought to stop 
at nothing short of an armed inasurrec- | 
tion; this‘sounded well.

I even am in- 
clined to think that a fresh point of 
view, applied to a play aftef the author 
nas lost his perspective through close 
application, is a decided benefit.

To stage equipment America has con- 
tributed little. One thing is the shot 
counterweight system at the Century 
Theatre, New York, an ingenious 
scheme worthy of elaboration. The re- 
markable stage tank of the New York 
Hip with all its appurtenances 
fot fancy diving and icé-making, scarce- 
ly may be classe@ here; and the struc- 
tural experiments of Steele MacKaye, in 
the nineties of a century past, are not 
particularly significant.

The strongest olaim of America is in 
the division of stage lighting. Through 
her wizard inventor, Thomas A. Edison, 
she gave the electric light. The elec 
trie light not only made possible much 
of the so-called new scene move- 
ment in the theatre, but it also, accord- 
ing to that shrewd critic of playhouse 
development, Professor Brander Mat- 
thews, wae the t single influ- 
ence, causing the elimination of the 
‘apron stage, the placing of the stage 
scene completely within the picture 
frame and the abolition of the soliloquy. 
And the important work of men like 
Purvear and Bassett Jones in adapting 
the incandescent bulb to correct and 
lasting projection of tints and shades 
of colored light may be only mentioned 
ih passing. 

In acting, stage direction and con. 
tumes the consensus of feeling is that 
America cannot tomparée with Hu 
Still, I une at least to assume that 
we have a few good actors and some ex- 
ceedingly capable directors, while our 
costumes are functionally adequate, if 
not strikingly original. 

Going into the subjects of theatre con- 
struction and maintenance, I may point 


Toeppler-Boys-Foley method of photo- 
graphing sound waves in scale models 
of playhouses, and the experiments of 
Dean Wallace C. Sabine of Harvard, 
which make it possible to erect audito- 
tlums and stages that are acoustically 
corrert-. There is another major contri- 
bution in the aggregate American efforts 
to insure fire prevention in theatres, de- 
ginning with the invention of the asbes- 
tos curtain by Ogden Doremus. 


The matter of theatre construction may 
not well be dismissed without referencé 
to the fact that American theatre build- 
ers have learned to get maximum effi- 
ciency from minimum ground space. 
From the. standpoint of architectural 
beauty, the theatres abroad are doubt- 
less far and away superior to most of 
the theatres of Anierica; but I repeat 
here that I am considering only the 
prime function of the theatre, an ofgan- 
igation for the best possible expression 
of the drama, including the things that 
make it self-supporting. 

Theatre atiministration—that is, the 
management of individual theatrea—by 
American business methods often is de- 
cried as the throttling of art dy 
commercialism. Like all other 
terns, it frequently is abused. It 
is highly efficient when  intélli- 
gently conducted along the lines 
time-honored method, from me 
box office to thé Managerial sandtum 
itself.

It has deen contended by andthe? 
critic, less radical in his views, that the 
vast American play machine Would be 
unnecessary if we adopted the best for- 
eign plan of resident cémpanhies present- 
ihg plays in fépertoite at commufiity 
theatres.

It was just about forty years ago that 
some thoughtful persons abroad decided 
that it was time to act on the startling 
realisation of perhaps forty years before 
that, that it wasn’t quite right to dress 
Macbeth in a court coat of scarlet and 
gold late after Garrick's example, to per. 
mit actors to rant in oratorical style, or 
to have scenery primarily designed to 
hide the secret regions of the stage. The 
result was a series of productions found- 
ed on archat6logical fact, a more nat- 
‘tral form 6f declamation, and a better 
Gounterféit of natural backgrounds. 
August Wilhelm Schlegel outlined most 
of the principles of the new move- 
ment in his famous series of lectures on 
the drama at Vienna in 1800. 

It is impracti s here to detail the 
slow movement ,Of the European re- 
form movement in the theatre, but a 
tew high spots are ‘worthy of note.

BRAZIL'S COFFEE CROP, 


it WIll Be a Record O One, But Mar- 
Keeting it Is Problem. 

According to estimates of recognized 
| authorities, there seems every likelihood 
that Brazil's coffee crop this year will 
exceed , anything that has ever before 
been recorded, It is expected that the 
State of Rio de Janeiro alone, with a 
normal average of 2,750,000 bags, will 
this year send in between 4,000,000 and 
5,000,000 bags. In Espirito Santo it is} 
estimated that close to a million bags 
will be produced, compared to last year’s 
750. 000-bag crop. Sao Paulo’s crop this 
year is placed at over 12,000,000 bags by 
local experts. 

A crop 80 plentiful, however, thrown 
unexpectedly on a market that is limited 
to its narrowest purchasing capacity by 
war conditions, is not looked forward to 
by coffee men, according to Consul Gen- 
eral Alfred L. Moreau Gottschalk in Rio 
de Janeiro, witH anything like optimism. 


With the inaccessibility of the Central 


Powers and of Russia, Greete, and the 
Balkans, together with the limitations

} ‘Transfer Tax and Speculation. 


It would be only natural to expect a 
slackening of speculation under the new 
war transfer stock tax. With prices 
drifting as they have for several weeks, 
the best which traders can expect, if 
they make a profit at all, is a small 
one, and the extra tax cuts deeply into 
such net returns. If the trader guesses 
incorrectly, his loss is accentuated by the 
Federal impost. The development which 
would tend to make speculators forget 
the effect of current taxation would be 
the appearance of some influence to 
start a rousing bull market, in which 
quick and substantial profits could be 
obtained. Such a market has, however, 
displayed no signs of being imminent, 
and economic factors now dominant are 
of the sort to discourage the construc- 
tion of a ern arket.

Again Decline. 

From Nov. 19 to 26;the average price 
of 40 bonds, railroad, industrial, munici- 
pal, and public utility, gained ground 
daily, as shown in the table of average 
price movements used in these columns.
